THE SULTAN’S SUBRENDER. 


The news of the Sultan’s decision to evacuate 
Tabah in compliance with the urgent demands 
pat forward by the British Government was a 
decided relief to all in Cairo who have been in 
any way connected with the negotiations, 
which have been both delicate and protracted. 
Among Europeans the geaeral feeling is that 
British prestige will be greatly enhanced in the 
Ottoman Empire and indeed in all Moslem 
countries, Ezypt included, and that the British 
Government and ita representatives will reap 
a gratifying reward for their firmness. Whather 


the Porte had sgrowl ov hw ett—mtamer-—--- - 
the frontier of the Firman of 1892 was 


anknown at the time of writing, bat it was 
generally believed that these concessions and 
any others demanded by Great Britain in the 
ultimatam—or “pen-oltimatam” — would be 
granted by the Porte. 

Rumours went about Cairo on Saturday 
prophesying rioting and what not on Sanday 
or Monday. There was little direct evidence 
that any outbreak or demonstration had been 


‘organised. Asarule the stories were based on 


the blood-cardling hints of Berbereen who had 
been found sharpening~ knives or the more 
appalling langoage of cabmer, but there can be 
no doubt that there was a certain amount of 
anreat on one side and a certain amount of 
apprehension on the other. To guard against 
any postibilities of the sort the British military 
authorities kept their troops confined to bar- 
racks and ready for instant work, bat the quiet 
of a dall and lowering day was unbroken by the 
very slightest distarbance. 

The statement recently made by a con- 
temporary that a force was setting out for 
El Anish is: quite inacourate. Kaimakam 
Parker Bey, who left for the frontier a few 
days ago, is the only addition to the garrison 
of the little border town, though perhaps our 
contrére wishes to point out that the gallant 
cfficer might be described as a host io himself. 
Tne Nekhbl force nombered 100 coastgoards 
and less than 40 soldierr, with two Maxims and 
a Krupp. The statement that certain onits had 
been warned for service in the Sinai is, we are 
informed, inaccurate, and it wag never intend- 
edto send British troops from Egypt to the 
front. | 

A considerable amount of speculation bas 
been aroused by the surrender of the Porte as 
to the probable effect of recent events en the 
prestige of the Sultan. In our opinion it will 
suffer terribly. The Saltan and Khalif has been 
led by incompetent advisers into an impasse 
from which he has had to retire with difficulty 
and without dignity. Previous surrenders to 
paval demonstrations or threats of demonstra- 
tion had been made before the overwhelming 
foree of the European Concert or in trifling 
commercial disputes or affairs connected, as 5 
rale, with the status of protected subjects. Bat 
in the present dispute Abdnl Hamid Khan bas 
been compelled to give way before the pressore 
of a single Power, and though public opinion 
in Turkey is usually dormant, it may prove. 
that the wounded pride of the Osmanli roling 
caste may avenge itself on the advisers of their 
sovereign. In Arabia, where the Saltans 
authority is by no mesns firmly established, 
the news of the withdrawal from Tabah before 
a show of force will encourage the Yemen 
rebels and the Wahabis of Nejd. Yet if the 
Porte, abandoning a policy of useless aggres- 
sion at the expense of its neighbours, makes 4 
genuine attempt to improve the internal condi- 
tion of the Empire and to place its disorganised 
finances upon a sound basis, the Tabab inct- 
dent may prove the beginning of a new and 
happier era for the last great independent 
Moslem State. We wish we could look wi'h 
apy confidence to such a result,

Murder at Mariout. 

The Native Court of A’exandria yesterday 
sentenced Aly Koureim Youssef, a native of 
Marioat, to fifteen years’ imprisonment with 
hard labour for having murdered Yacoub 
Mastapha, of the same district, on the 23rd 
April. 


American Negroes in the Sudan. 

The few negroes whom Mr. Leigh Haat 
brought from the United States for his estate 
at Zeidab are doing wel', and it is interesting 
to note that their relations with the natives 
are satisfactory. They work as blacksmiths, 
carpenters, ete. 


San Stefano Casino. 

We are asked by the management of the 
Casino to state that they cannot respond to 
applications for invitations to Satarday’s ball 
which are made by or for persons who are not 
abonnés of the Casino. The ball is reserved 
for abonnés and clients of the hotel and 
restaurant. 


New Markaz. 

The Ministry of the Interior has decided to 
abolish the Faraskour Marksaz, Dakahlieh, and 
create a markaz in Damietta called the Damietta 
markaz, under the administration of - the 
Gonvernorat of that town. The new markaz, 
which will be inangurated on the Ist prox., 
will administer the Damietta coast villages 
and the old markaz of Faraskour. 


Lord Milner’s Testimonial. 

A few forms for signatures for the testimonial 
to Lord Milner are at the disposal of persons 
wishing to sign the same at the Anglo-Egypt- 
ian Bank at Alexandris. Signatories must be 
British subjecte, of the male sex, and over 
twenty-one years of age. The wording of the 
testimonial is such that persons of any political 
party can sign it without violating their 
principles. 


Another Police Assault Case, 


The F nch Consular Court has acqnitted 
Yousse rahim el Vabgah and the brothers 


Moussa Ibrahim Nounu and Farag Ibrahim 
Nounn, aconsed of striking Ibrahim Ilyaon 
and Monssa llyaon, of the secret police. The 
contradictory nature of the evidence given by 
the plaintifts and the absence of all corro- 
boration appeared to justify the decision of 
the Coart. 


Charity Performance, 

A grand Franco-Italian gala soirée, pro- 
moted by the Dante Alighieri Society, aided 
by the other associations, will be given at the 
Zizinia Theatre on Thursday next, in aid of 
the sufferers by the Vesuvian and Coarriéres 
catastrophes. The performance, which is 
onder the patronage of the French and Italian 
Consule, promises to be most successful. Cer- 
tainly the programme, which consists of three 
comedies and vocal and instrumental music, is 
a most attractive one.

GERMANY AND TURKEY. 
Lonpon, May 13. 
Daring the Tabah dispute Germany present- 
ed a vigorous note to Tarkey demanding an 
indemnity of £700 for the seizure of the Ger- 
man benzine rhip Odysseus by the Customs 
and the punishment of the responsible officials. 
The Porte replied promising punishment and 
redaced the indemnity. ( Renter ) 


MILITARY DEMONSTRATION. 

A “time-concentration” march of the British 
garrison at Alexandria took place this morning 
and caused some mild excitement among the 
inhabitants, especially when the whole of 
Mohamed Aly Square was lined with troops. 
The different units left barracks in time to 
arrive in the Square at 8.45 am., various 
routes being followed. The troops consisted ot 
the Royal Garrison Artillery, with two 2°95 
gona and two Maxims,Military Mounted Police, 
the 4th Battalion Worcestershire Regiment and 
the Ist Battalion Royal Dublin Fusiliere,divided 
into two colomns each, each having a machine 
gun with it. he whole of the troops formed up 
in line along the sides of the square with the 
exception of the first column of the Worsesters, 
which was in quarter colomn at the west end, 
facing east. Col. Bird, D.8.0., the officer com- 
manding troops, took ap a position in the 
centre of the square near the statue, with the 
officers of the staff, and at 9 am. the troops 
commenced to move off in the following order, 
moving round the west end and north side of

manding troops at Mohamed Aly statue, pro- 
ceeding up Cherif Pacha and Rosectta streete, 
and ieturning to quarters :—

We onderstand that th3 question of the 
delimitation of the frontier, which was, as 
our readers will remember, contained in the 
British demands, was not settled yesterday. 
The Porte’s answer to this demand is expected 
to be known in tbe course of theday. We 
need not point out the importauca of this 
demand. ‘The mere evacuation of Tabah and 
Rafah is not enough, since without delimita- 
tion Turkish aggression might be repeated on 
the plea that the frontier was undefined at 
any moment when the political situation 
appeared favourable. 

Ghazi Mokhtar Pacha, the Imperial Ottoman 
High Commissioner, received the following 
official notification of the settlement of the 
Tabah question from Constantinople — 

‘As the occupation of Tabah by the Turk- 
ish troops was only intended to preserve the 
statas qao in the Sinaitio Peninsula by pre- 
venting the erection of military fortifica’ione, 
and as the neces:ary guarantees have finally 
been received, the Ottoman Government 
has consequently iesued orders to the Tark- 
igh troops to withdraw from Tabah to their 
original place, and they will be transported 
by the Diana. Negotiations are now pro- 
ceeding to secure a final settlement of the 
Sinai question.” 

Ghazi Mokhtar Pasha paid a visit to the 
Khedive this morning and officially commani- 
cated to his Highness the decisions of the 
Sublime Porte in regard to the frontier dis- 
pute. 


NATIVE PRESS COMMENTS. 
“Al-Lewa” welcomes the solution of the 


difficulty, which it considers very ,satisfactory 
ta Taekoy, whose anly objoot was to impada tha 


constraction of fortifications by England in the 
name of Egypt. Nothing remains, remarks 
“Al Lawa,” with relief, except to settle the 
limits of the Sinsitic Peninsuls, which had 
hitherto been andefined ; but this is a ques- 
tion which can be easily settled. By its action 
the Ottoman Government has shown the whole 
world that she is alive to her interests. She 
aims at making the Gulf of El-Akaba a military 
statior, and is working dsy and night to com- 
plete the Hedjaz Railway, which is a vital vein 
in the body of the Ottoman Empire. 

“Al Moayad,” while hoping that Tarkey 
has preserved her dignity in the arrangemant 
concluded, is satisfied at the speedy solution 
of the Sinai question, owing to the relations 
of the Egyptians with the Occapation, which 
is predominant in this country,and on the other 
hand, owing to the religious and political ties 
which bind them to Tarkey, with which they 
have great sympathies. Had the crisis become 
more acute, concludes our contemporary, 
God knows what the consequences might 
have been. 

Renter's telegrams, remarks “Al-Ommeb,” 
give one to understand that the Sublime 
Porte has agreed to evacuate Tabah uncondi- 
tionally, but this is not in accordance with the 
real facts of the case. Sir E. Grey, the British 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, has dec'ared that 
an international commiission must be appointed 
to define the boundaries of the Sinai penin- 
sola, and at the same time tha Turkish troops 
will withdraw from Tabsh. It seeme, continues 
our contemporary, that the Ottoman Go- 
vernment believes that her rights will be 
preserved by arbitration, if the news of the 
temporary evacuation of T'absh by the Turkish 
troops is trae. “The Sablime Porte,” con- 
cludes “Al-Ommeb,” “would not surrender so 
easily in such a serious question anless its 
object were attained.” 


EL ARISH. 
Now that the frontier incident is over El 


Arich will lapse again into the insignificance of 
a desert frontier town. It has occasionally 
figured in history and had once to do with 
General Bonaparte. On the 17th of Febraary, 
1799, the French force engaged in the invasion 
of Syria arrived before it. Three days later the 
Turkish general surrendered. Gaza fell after a 
feeble defence, and some 800 of the El Arish 
garrison, wh, it was alleged, had broken their 
psrole, were included in the shooting ot Jaffa. 
It was at El Arisb, also, that Kléber and Sir 
Sydney Smith concluded, in the following year, 
that convention which was not to take effect. 
For Kiéber, with his remnant of 12,000, fell 
upon the 70,000 Torks who were enveloping 
bim, and “‘in the most amazing fight the sun 
ot Egypt ever saw,” swept that army out of 
existence,

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TURKEY'S DISAPPOINTMENT. | THE BRITISH DEMANDS. 
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SULTAN STOOD ALONE. 


HIS DESIGNS ON EGYPT. 


(Gazette’s Special Service). 


Lonpon, Monday. 

The “Daily Telegraph's’ Constantinople 
correspondent says that the Sultan was prac- 
tically alone in opposing the British demands, 
no Tark of position or intelligence supporting 
him. All wish that England had come, not 
only to settle the Tabah question bat to 
occupy Turkey. 

The “Telegraph,” in its leading article, says 
that Great Britain stands guard in Egypt for 
two purposes—first, to defend the rights con- 
ferred upon her by unsurpassed works of con- 
structive statesmanship which she has accom- 
plished single-hsnded in the interests of the 
Egyptian people, and, secondly, the British 
regime on the Nile is a new guarantee of the 
interests of civilisation in the whole Pan- 
Islamic sphere. It is ueeless of “Yildiz” to 
dream of reconqnering Cairo, and the Saltan, 
by continuing to work sgainst Great Britain, 
can only end by bringing the whole of the 
elaborate fabric of his late policy to the ground. 


The two Notes addresied in 1892 by Lord 
Cromer (then Sir Evelyn Baring) to Tigrane 
Pasha, Egyptian Minister tor Foreign A ffsira, 
and the Grand Vizier’s telegram to the Khedive, 
elacidating the terms of the Sultan’s Firman 
of Investiture, contain the statement of rights 
which the British Gcvernment has been up- 
holding on behalf of Egypt and of Great 
Britain against the Porte. On the accas- 
sion of the present Khedive in 1892 the 
customary Firman of Investiture from the 
Sultan was found to differ from that issued to 
the late Khedive, Tewfik Pacha. As “no altera- 
tion can be made in the Firmans regulating 
the relations between the Sublime Porte and 
Egypt without the consent of the British 
Government,” Lord Cromer at once took up 
thé sabject with Tigrane Pasha, and a cor- 
respondence followed. 

Previous firmans recognised the ancient 
limits of Egypt and the regions thereto an- 
nexed. The firman of 1892 omitted all men- 
tion of the regions annexed clanse. The result 
of the correspondence is clearly and plainly 
set forth by Lord Cromer in his closing letter 
to Tigrane Pasha. The followiog passage saffi- 
ciently emphasises Great Britain’s position : — 

“The late Firman, if read by itself, appeared ; 
to imply that the Siasi peniosala would for 
the fature depend administratively, not on | 
the Khedivate of Ezypt, but on the Vilayet of | 
the Hedjaz. 

“The telegram from the Grand Vizier, which , 
yonr Excellency has done me the honour to 
communicate to m?, makes it clear, however, 
that the Sinai Peninsula, thst is to say, the | 
territory bounded to the east by 4 line ranning 
ina southeasterly direction from a point a 
shott distance to the Bast of El-Arish to the 
head of the Galf of Akaba, is to continue to 
be administered by Ezypt. The fort of Akaba, | 
which lies to the east of the line in question, 
will thas form part of the Vilayet of the 
Hedjez. 

“Her Majesty's Government signified to 
the Sublime Porte some waeks ago, through 
Her Majesty’s Chargé d’Aftaires at Constanti- 
nople, their willingness to assent to this 
arrangement. 

‘Under these circumstances I am instructed | 
to declare that Her Britannic Majesty’s Go- | 
vernment consent to the defiaition ofboun- 
daries contained in the present Firman, as 
supplemented, amended, and explained by the | 
telegram of the 8th inst. from His Highness 
the Grand Vizier, which they consider as 
annexed to, and as forming part of, the 
Firman, and that they entertain no objastion 
to the official promalgation of the Firman 
with the addition of the above-m:ntioned 
explanatory telegram. 

“Tl am to add that Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment cannot admit that any existing territorial 
rights or claims are in any degree affested by 
changes which have been introduced into the 
langaage of the Firman, or by their acceptance 
thereof.” 


MUKHTAR PASHA. 

Haydar Midhat Bey, in a letter to the 
‘Tribune’ remarks : — What astonishes me 
is that Lord Cromer, who, as I can affirm 
from’an interview I had with him in the 
month of November or December, 1899, re- 
fased to recognizs that Mukhtar Pasha 6njoyed 
any other quality than that of a simple private 
gentleman of distinction living st Cairo, per- 
mitted him to treat with the Khedive a ques- 
tion in which the prestige of Great Britain was 
at stake, and, above all, that he permitted him 
t» do so withoat him (Lord Cromer) being 
present. 


BRITISH PRESTIGE. 

The Bey continues : — Now, the question is 
whether that prestige will be restored in the 
East to what it was formerly by the Sultan’s 
yielding once more to the threats of a great 
Power. Itis permissible to doubt it. At the 
time when the inflaence of England was pre- 
ponderant in Turkey, Great Britain, in the 
eyes of the Torks, was of all the Powers ths 
one which, by her constant efforts, proved beat 
the interest sbe took in the moral and material 
regeneration of Torkey. At that time England 
conside-ed that it was one of her grestest in- 
teres's to preserve the independence of a 
Tarkey regenerated by her aid. Is that the 
case to-day 7 Is it logical to hope that a de 
monatration, of which one of the principal 
objects would not be the liberation of the 
orks from.a régime which weigha 8» heavi'y 
on them, will enlist the sympathies of the 
Tarkish people? Let those who in England 
protest against the oppression of peoples reply 


for mé.

SIR E. GREY'S STATEMENT. 


Mr. Balfonr, riving at the close of questions 
in the House of Commons last Monday, said : 
As the Secretary for Foreign Affairs is in his 
place, perhaps be will allow me to ask him a 
qnestion with regard to the Egyptian Frontier. 
We on this side have been scrupalously careful 
not to embarrass the Government by questions 
— (cheers) - bat if it is consistent with the 
interests of the public service for the right hon. 
gentleman to givethe House and the country 
information on the subject Iam sure it will 
cause very general satisfaction. (Hear, hear.) 
Sir E. Grey.—I quite agree that after all that 
has appeared in the Presr, and in view of the 
fact that a similar question is to be put in 
another place to-day, there should be some 
answer given to the House. The British 
Ambassador on Thorsday last presented a 
Note to‘the Porte inviting the Sultan to 
agree to demarcation by Great Britain and 
Tarkey of the line from El Rafeh to the 
head of the Guif of Akaba on the basis 
ot a telegram from the Grand Vizier to the 
Khedive of April 8, 1892, and pending a 
settlement to withdraw the troops from Tabah. 
In order to explain the Note I think I 
ought to give a short summary of what actually 
preceded it. Early in the year the Egyptian 
troops were sent inthe ordinary course to 
occupy certain posts in the interior of 
the Sinai Peninsala, including Tabah on 
the western coast of the Galf. On arrival 
at the latter post it was found that 150 
Tarkish troops were already in occupation. 
His Majesty’s Government protested against 
the occupation by the Tarks of Tabab, 
& place unquestionably within the Sinai Pen- 
insula, and pointed out to the Porte that 
if any doubt existed as to the frontier line 
a Joint Delimitation Commission seemed the 
best solution of the question. On Febroary 
13 Lord Cromer reported that the Turkish 
Commandant at Akaba was demanding the 
withdrawal of the Egyptian troops from 
Faroon Island. Thisialand is in the northern 
part of the Galf of Akaba. His Majesty's 
ship Diana was instracted to proceed to 
Faroun to protect the Ezyptian post there. 
After farther representations the Sultan de- 
cided to send two officers from Constanti- 
nople to inquire into the matter, and thsy 
left for Egypt on Febraary 20. I+ was hoped 
that the Commissioners would discnss the 
matter of forming part of a Joint Delimita- 
tion Commission. These Commissioners, how- 
ever, left Cairo and proceeded to Beyront 
without having communicated with the Egyp- 
tian Government, the Khedive, or Lord 
Cromer. On March 21 the Tarkish Ambas- 
sador made a communication to the effect 
that as Tabah was a dependency of Akaba 
no objection could naturally be made to tha 
presence three of Tarkish«roops, and that it 


| was consequent!y annecessary to send officials 


from Egypt to institate an inqairy into the 
question. The Saltan now authorised Mokhtar 
Pacha to negotiate with the Government of 
Egypt, and his Majesty’s Government agreed 
to negotiations taking place at Cairo. Mokh- 
tar Pacha had an interview with the Khedive 
and demanded on behalf of his Government 
that the boundary of the Sinai Peninsula 
should ran from El Rafeh to Saez and from 
Suez to Akaba. The Khedive’s reply to these 
representations suggested that the telegram of 
April 8, 1892, should be taken as the basis 
of settlement, that the line should run from 
El Rafeh to Akaba, joining the coast three 
miles west of Fort Akaba, and that the 
remainder of the line of frontier should be 
determined by competent surveyors. The 
Grand Vizier’s reply to the Khedive was to the 
effect (1) that the Galfof Akaba and the Sinai 
Peninsula were outside the territory defined 
in the Imperial Firman ; that tha telegram 
of April 8, 1892, only referred to the western 
side of the Sinai Peninsula ; (3) that the inter- 
pretation of that telegram was a matter which 
only concerned the Imperial Ottoman Govern- 
ment ; (4) that Akaba had bsen adopted as the 
head-qaarters of the Mutessarfiehof Akaba, and 
the hope was expressed that no oscasion would 
be afforded for interference by any other 
Power. The delay, the extant of the demands 
which have been pat forward, and the tone 
and character of the Tarkish communications 
to the Khedive have made it impossible to 
defer a settlement gindefiaitely. We are now 
pressing oar original demand for a j>int delimi- 
tation. The Note to which I have referred was 
drawn up before the violation of Egyptian 
territory at El Rafeb. I stated on Tuesday 
that his Majesty’s ship Minerva had been sent 
to El Arish to ascertain whether the boundary 
pillars at E! Rafeh had actually been disturbed. 
I regret to say that the report of the removal 
of the pillars has keen confirmed by the captain 
of the Minerva ; but as the Grand Vizier 
informed Sir Nicholas O’Conor that a Commis- 
sion would be sent to replace the pillars had 
they been disturbed it does not appear neces- 
sary to make any representation on that subject. 
I need hardly remind the House that the 
prime determining cause of the occupation of 
Egypt in 1882 was that the condition of unrest 
in that country threatened danger to the Suez 
Canal, and it is not to be supposed that having 
thas intervened to protect the Cansl from 
danger coming from the western side, we shall 
now, 24 years after these events, be indifferent 
to similar dangers arising on the eastern side 
cf the waterway. (Cheere.) I think I may claim 
on behalf ct the Government that they have 
sbown great patience and moderation ; but the 
latest development of the Turkish demands 
would, if admitted, place Torkcy in a position 
which would be a real danger not only to the 
Suez Canal but also to the liberty of Egypt and 
the Khedivial Dynasty. His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment cannot, therefore, be indifferent to such 
issues, and the importarce of them makes it 
necassary to press for a settlement on the lines 
of the frontier of Egypt as it existed undispu- 
ted for many years. 


SUAKIN NOTES.

RAILWAY TRAFFIC RETURNS. 


(From ouR CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Suakin, May 9. 

The traffic returns of the Sodan Government 
Railways for March, 1906, are about L.E. 
15,000, which is nearly double the amount 
for the corresponding month last year. A new 
large sambak (dhow) was launched a few days 
ago from Graham’s Point belonging to Awad 
El Kareim Bew Shenawi, head of the pative 
merchants here. This sambuk was started 
before the railways pat the first rail down for 
the Suakin-Atbara Jine bot the line was com- 
pleted a good many months before the sambuk. 
Several of the principal merchants were present 
at the launch. 

The British steamer Celtic Princess arrived 
here on the 6th inst. from England with a 
special consignment of cement for the Sadan 
Government Railways and left again on the 
8th inst. for India. 

The Sadan Customs are erecting some 
wooden sheds and offises at Graham’s Point 
opposite the piers, so that merchants can dis- 
charge their cargo on the piers and get them 
loaded direct into railway tracks for Khar- 
toum and elsewhere, thus saving the enormous 
cost of porterage by having to take the mer- 
chandise to the town Custom House. 

The following gentlemen went on their 
summer leave by the last Khedivial Mail liner 
Dakahblieh : Miralai Hawker Bey, Governor of 
the Red Sea Provinces ; Bimbashi Dunbar, 
Slavery Dept.; Mr. Mackenzie, Superintendent 
E.T.C., Suakin branch. 

Mrs. Bonnici, the wife of Mr. J. Bonnici 
(Maltese, British subject), Asst. District Loco. 
Supt., Saakin, gave birth to a son at Graham's 
Point, and his name was registered at the 
Suakin Moadirieh as George Graham, born at 
Graham’s Point. This is the fourth birth regis- 
tered at Graham’s Point, viz, 1 British, 1 Aus- 
triar, 1 Greek, and 1 Egyptian. 


CAIRO “ZOO.” 


We have been favoured with a copy of the 
report of the Zoological Gardens of Ghizeh 
for 1905, which, as the report describes it, was 
the most important so far in the history of 
these gardens. The Government increased the 
subsidy by L.E.2,000, and this enabled certain 
long-wished-for reforms to be carried out. The 
price of admission was lowered, and 177,587 
people visited the gardens, 112,876 more than 
in any previous year, the gate receipts being 
L.E. 1,402. The stock of animals has been 
increased by over 200 head, including several 
very interesting species ; whi'e the number of 
deaths was 255, as compared to 267 during 
1904. The collection of monkeys and lemurs, 
numbering 147 specimens representing 383 
species, is probably one of the finest in the 
world. Another important feature is the large 
lawn on which the following characteristic Nile 
birds live together in a state of comparative 
freedom : whale-headed stork (3), saddle-billed 
stork (2), sa:red ibis, crowned crane, demoi- 
selle crane, grey crane, flamingoe, Egyptian 
goose, spur winged goose and brown-necked 
raven. On the 3ist of March three very fine 
trees (Australian silk-oaks) were strack by 
lightning and killed : and in the Jast week in 
December mach damage was done to thou- 
sands of the plants by frost, many of the 
showier tropical shrats being destroyed. 
The finances of the "Zoo” are excellent, the 
accounts closing with a surplus. The list of 
donors isalongone,including the names of Lord 
Carzon, Sir Vincent Corbett, Crookshank Fakry, 
Pacha, Sir William Garstin, Hussein Pacha 
Lewa Jakson Pachs, Prince ron Omar Toussoun, 
Lady O’Conor, Sir Edward Zohrab Pacha, ete. 
The satisfactory financial state of the instito- 
tion and the good progress of the last year 
speak volumes for the administrative capabi- 
lities of the director, Captain Flower. 


NEW CANONS INSTALLED. 


On Sunday, 29th ult., the Lord Bishop in 
Jerusalem installed as honorary canons of the 
Collegiate Church of St. George-the-Martyr 
Revs. Robert Sterling and Johnston Carnegie 
Brown. The Bishop was attended by his 
Chaplain, the Rev. J. T. Parfil ; the other 
officiating clergy were the Sab-Dean (Canon 
Marriott), the Rev. 8. Gould, M. D., and the 
Rev. C. A. Manley. 

Canon Sterling graduated at Durham, and is 
also M. B., Chir. B., and B. Sci. of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne College of Medicine. He has been 
head ofthe Medical Mission at Gaza since 
1893 and has built there one of the most 
important hospitals in Palestine. 

Canon Brown graduated at Cambridge and 
has been incumbent of Christ Church, Jera- 
salem, since 1901-2. He has done much to 
consolidate and develop the work of the London 
Jews Society in Jerusalem.

The annnal general meeting of the Alex- 
andria Archeological Society was held on 
Saturday, Mr. A. Ralli in the chair, in the 
absence of H.H. Prince Omar Toussoun, the 
honorary president. After approving the 
minutes of the meeting of May 2, 1905, the 
secretary read the report of the society’s 
labours for the year 1305-6, of which the 
folowing is an abridgment :—

) Several drawings, on a section of the great 


building, the rains of which have been laid bare 
in the course of the excavations connected with 
the new quays, near Victoria College. This 
antique constroction, moreover, has been 
examined, and a plan made of it, which the 
sxciety intend to publish, with photographs by 
Ed. Simond Bey and Dr. Breccia. The bulletin 
contains an able contribution from Mr. Edgar 
on a vase in the Cairo Museam found at 
Mendes,and another by Mr. Lefévre on fourteen 
epitaphs by Alexandrian monks found at 
Dekhels, and now in the Alexandria Masenun. 
Other papers are one by Mr. Robenson on 
his excavations at Aboussir el Malak ; one 
from Messrs. Grenfell and Hunt on their 
pepyrus finds at Oxhyrynchas ;\a third from 
Admiral Sir Massie Blomfiald embodying an 
exhaustive and thonghtfal study of the com- 
plicated problem of Alexandrian topography, 
while Dr. Breccia throws much light on the 
roins of Hadra, the Chatby Necropolis, the 
discoveries of Prince Toussoun at Maamourah 
and the other fields. 

Daring the year onder reviow sixteen new 
members had been added to the society. 

It is hoped to erect the tablet to the memory 
of the late Dr. Botti, the ourator of the 
Maseum, in the course of this year. The 
financial situation is good, there being after 
paying oot P.T. 16,101.2 cash sarplas of 
P.T. 3,766.7. 

The meeting then proceeded with the eleo- 
tion of the committee for 1996 7, which will 
be comprised of the following : Lady Blom- 
field, Mr. Amb.

THE SUEZ CANAL, 
ene ee 


ITS CAPABILITIES AND ITS FUTURE. 


In the series “Round the Empire” in the 


“World,” the Suez Canal forms the subject of 
an interesting article. Dating the past twenty 
yoars, seys the writer, steady spade-work has 
been constantly going on. In 1870 the canal 
had a depth of only twenty-six feet three 
inches, and a bottom width of. seventy-two 


feet. In 1887-8 it was deepened by half a | 


metre, and the bottom width wag gradually 
ingreased to a handred and eight feet. The 
curves in the channel were at the same time 
rounded off, in order to accelerate the speed 
of vessels. 
JNorEAsING THE DeEprTH, 

Doring the years 1898-1904 passing stations 

were constructed eight hundred and twenty 


yards in length, at intervals of three miles, ! 


with a bottom width of a hundred and fifty 
feet. At this time also the depth of the 


channel was increased all along to twenty-nine | 


and a-half feet ;and in 1902 ships drawing 
twenty-six feet three inches of water were 
allowed to use the Canal. Work is still in 
progress with the intention of increasing the 
depth to thirty-one feet, and the bottom width 
toa handred and twenty-eight feet when it 
will be possible to increase the rate of speed 
from six mi'es to nine miles an hour, reducing 
the average time of passage from eighteen to 
twelve hours. ‘I'he steamer in which the writer 
came through the Oanal took sixteen and a- 
half hours to effect the journey. Battleships 
canat present go through if they dismount 
their heavy gung into lighters, and co:l at the 
far end of the Canal. 
Wivenine Prosecr. 

When a depth of thirty-one feet is obtain- 
ed, even the Dreadnougth could make 
the passage carrying her ten twelveinch 
gains on their mountings, If the directors 
will ho sufficiently far-sighted to ‘inonr the 
expense of widening the Canal throughont its 
lengtb, by connecting the existing passing 
atations, and thas give continuovs surface 
width of three hundred feet, with a. bottom 
width of a hundred and fifty teet, this would 
accomplish the duplication of the Canal, and 
vessels could pass each other without losing 
time at the passing stations. Tying up in a 
passing station means the loss-of at least an 
hour. It has been estimated that the cost of 
the proposed extension would not exceed a 
million pounds—a capital expenditure which 
could not fail to be rémunerative, and would 
set at rest. for all time the constraction of a 


rival canal. 
Trarric RETURNS. 


If this is to be done no time should be 
lost, as the traffic is certain to increase in 
corresponding proportion to the annual deve- 
lopment of the world’s trade and shipping. 
From the first year of opening the Canal, 
when the transit receipts amounted to only 
54,460fes , down to 1904, when the. receipts 
wore 115,818,479fcs , there has been a steady, 
continuous, aunual growth of traffic; and 
what is epecial'y to be noted is that each 
reduction of transit does has been nearly 
always immediately followed by an increase in 
receipts. It will be interesting to see if this 
increase will be maintained doring the current 
year, now that the tariff has teen reduced to 
the unprecedentedly low rate of seven franes 
seventy-five centimes-per ton. - ;

Stokes, commanding 17th Brigade, Belfast, has 
been selected for the appointment ot commander 
of the infantry brigade at Gibraltar, and in 
the ordinary course will be promoted to the 
rank of major general. Whilst. the 17th 
Brigade regrets losing such a considerate 
brigadier, all ranks are pleased to earn of bis 
promotion, which is recognition of merit and 
professional’ capacity, and administrative 
ability, General Stokes‘ began his military 
career in the 83rd County Dablin Regiment— 
now the Ist Battalion Royal Irish Riflas—in 
April, 1870, was promoted captain in 1878, 
major in 1885, and became lieatenant colonal 
in 1895. He was appointed to the command of 
the 83rd Regimental District, Belfast, on New 
Year’s Day, 1901, and to the command of the 
17th Brigade, with the temporary rank of 
brigadier goneral, on the Ist Jane last. He 
has held several important staff appointments 
in India and elsewhere, and saw considerable 
active service in the Suakin Expedition, 1885, 
including the action of Hasheen and the 
destruction of Tam1i (medal with clasp, and 
Khedive’s star), and prior to that he served 
with the 84rd in the Natal Fieid Forse daring 
the war of 1881. 


. At the end of this month, Colonel L§: 
Mellor will complete his period in command of 
the 27th Regimental District, Omagh, which 
will be absorbed into the North Irish Grouped 
Regimental District. Colonel Mallor passed 
his regmental service in the King’s Liverpool 
Regiment, and was with the King’s in the 
Afghan War, 1878-9 (medal with clasp), 
and the South African War, 1899, including 
the actions of Rietfontein, Lombard’s Kop, and 
the defence of Ladysmith (mantioned twice in 
despatchss, (Jasen’s medal with clasp).

— Troodos is about 35 miles from the port of 
Limassol from which there is a good carriage road to 
Platres 31 m. Beyond Platres the road is good but steep 
and from that point people often ride on mules for the 
rest.of the journey. There is also an excellent road from 
the Oapital, Nicosia, by which persons going from that 
side of the Island drive all the way (about 16 miles).
